The exemptions under the revenue 
act of 1924 are $1000 fbr single per­ 
sons and 2500 for m arried 
persons 
living togethi v anil heads of families. 
In addition a $400 credit is allowed 
for each person depm dent upon and 
receiving his chief support from 
the 
taxpayer if such person is under 18 
years of age or incapable of self-sup­ 
port because m ortally 
or physically 
defective. 
The normal tax rate under 'he rev­ 
enue act of 1924 is 2 per cent on the 
first $400 of net ineomein excess of 
the personal exemptions, credit

U nder the preceding act the 
normal tax ra te was 4 per cent

the first $4000 
of net income above 
the exemptions and credits, and 8 ]>er 
cent on the rem aining net income.

laws. All net income up to $5000 is 
considered “earned income’’.

amount the taxpayer is entitled to a 
credit of 25 per cent of the amount 
of the tax. 
For example, a taxpayer single ami 
without dependents may have receiv­ 
ed in 1924 a salary of $2000 and from 
a real estate transaction a profit of

Entering the 
crude wooden gates, the Arabs pro­ 
ceed with the camels ami donkeys to 
the market place. 
Of all the interesting place*« in the 
world there are few that exceed the 
market place of an oajse«. Camels, 
donkeys, horses 
and 
goats are all 
jostled together in a mixed assembly. 
The little donkeys, their 
loa«ls 
of 
firewood on the ground besride them, 
are often busy scratching each other’s 
necks with their teeth. 
The 
goats 
ai*e tussing with each other as active­ 
ly as the ropes that time them will 
allow. 
In the oofrner the stately old cam­ 
els are grinding their jaws, swinging 
their heads on their loose necks 
as 
they do so while the baby camels, of­ 
ten almost too young to stand, 
re­ 
gardless of the fact that they appear 
to be nothing but legs, are buvsly en­ 
gaged in drawing their 
meals from 
their mothers. 
The Arabs are bargaining either at 
the sh< ps, little holes set in the mud- 
walled 
houses 
t>ha*t surround 
the 
square, or under the acoves of a sep­ 
arate bpiilding called a “suk”. Good« 
of all kinds are on display from man­ 
ufactured articles 
such as mirrors 
and knives to native-made shoes and 
carpets. And no sale is consummated 
in a hurry, but only after much hag­ 
gling and bickering. 
Among the characters at the “suk” 
some art* of darker tint even than the 
swarthy Arabs. These are the people 
of the negro 
admixture 
who have 
reached North Africa by »¿company 
ing the da ra vans across the Sahara. 
Here and there is a jet-black individ 
ual dressed in a fantastic garb of an­ 
imal skins adorned with mirrors and 
other sparkling trinkets, a skin-top­ 
ped wooden drum hanging from 
hi> 
neck. 
He appears to be a wandering 
shaman of a savage 
tribe and 
with 
short, reverberating beats he pounds 
out a wild rhythm that he accompan 
ies with a fearsome, whirling dance. 
Seldom does an Arab come into an 
oases but that he pays a visit to the 
mosque. 
This 
crude 
whitewashed 
structure whose minaret rises among 
the green palm trees 
was probably 
•erected in the mom or y of some saint 
or holy man. 
Here a school for the 
boys is carried on,, 
and

they 
gather with wooden boards of

Koran in front of them, reciting
